Culture 


Plant gladiolus bulbs any time from April 20th to 
June 15th. Ground should be in good, workable condition 
and well fertilized, although fresh stable manure ee 
not be allowed to come in contact with the bulb. 


The bulbs may be planted in single or double rows. 
Plant in furrows from four to six inches deep, cover at 
first with about two inches of loam and keep well watered; 
when shoots begin to appear, work balance of loam into 


the trench. Three or four inches of soil over the bulbs ~ 


will keep them cool and moist and help to hold the stalks 
erect. Do not plant in a shady location. 


Bigging and Storing 


From the first to the middle of October it is advisable 
to dig the bulbs, cutting off the old stalk and after drying, 
remove the old corm with the roots. Spread out in shallow 
boxes, three to four inches deep. If kept too warm, bulbs 
will sprout in storage; 40 to 45 degrees is best.
